Juggling the Figures 


One of the things -which the Fort Wayne citizen and taxpayer has today ' 


he never had in. a campaign before is a grasp of the real significance of the figures 
in city accoitnts. 
' 


Heretofore figures have often beeen made to deceive the average voter in 


favor of the official giving out those ti gures. 


The familiar saying that "figures cannot lie" should lead no one to believe 


that adept manipulation of them cannot make them into most elaborate liars.- 


Take a recent instance. ^ 


The City 'Controller in a recent newspaper statement' said "the price paid' 


during the first year of the operation of the municipal plant is $53 per lamp." 


Now every reader of these Talks knows that $53 does not represent any 


definite portion of the cost of those street lamps. 


In the first'place the city will not know before next October what the street 


lamps have cost for the first year, and the "price" of the lamps, if there properly 
were such a thing, could have no possible'relation to cost. 


But what is this "price" which the Controller parades in his statement? 
Is it something agreed upon between producer and consumer and so represent- 


ing any tangible idea? 


Not at all. As we all know, it is merely the appropriation by the Council 


for part of the expenses—THE OPERATING EXPENSES—of the street lamps. 


It was arrived at early in the year and the reason it was placed at $53 instead 


of some other figure, had nothing to do, we are advised from within the Council 
which made it, with any carefully figured out factors of cost. In short, it was 
placed there as a compromise, because it was DEEMED POLITIC (or POLI- 
TICS) so to do. 


So INSTEAD of a "PRICE PAID" any Controller seeking to convey right 


impressions would call it "APPROPRIATION MADE." 


That is what it is and that appropriation is liable to be increased besides. 
WHAT $53 REPRESENTS IS SCARCELY MORE THAN A THIRD WHAT 


IT COSTS THE CITY PER STREET LAMP TO SUPPLY THE CITY WITH 
LIGHTS. It takes (1) no account of the interest and taxes lost by the city's 
plant investment.. (2) No account of the yearly depreciation of the plant that 
wipes its usefulness out in a limited term of years. (3) No account of the share of 
the general city expenses which it should bear. (4) No account of the insurance 
it should carry or the liability to loss which it incurs. These -"no account" ex- 
penses aggregate, as shown, about $64,00 yearly.

Historic Old Cannon 


is Yet Standing as 


a Silent Sentinel. 


Tho historic 
old 
cannon which 


boomed forth Its salutes on tho occa- 
sion of that most notable Fourth of 
July celebration held In Fort Wayne 
when tho old Wabash and Brie canal 
was formally opened on July 4, 1843, 
the story of which was told In The 
Sentinel Saturday, may still be seen 
standing a silent sentinel In front of 
tho old Randall homestead on East 
Berry street, now the home of lira. 
Clark Falrbank, tho daughter of the 
pioneer mayor. 
It Is Imbeddod muz- 


zle upwards In the earth at tho curb 
of the street. 
Years have corroded 


somewhat tho old piece once used by 
British soldiers against tho Americans 
in the war of 1812, and the modern 
generation 
ot Fort Wayne citizens 


passes it daily with perhaps no kjiowl- 
edgc ot the historic interest surround- 
ing the grim old memento with a his- 
tory that began much earlier than 
Fort Wayne's most notable .Fourth ot 
July celebration sixty-six years ago, 
In which It played an Interesting part. 


Apropos of Fort Wayne's present 


awakening to the civic Improvement 
idea, the story of what has been ac- 
complished at Dubuquf. Iowa, is of 
particular significance at this tine. It 
is the more interesting locally from 
the fact that conditions in Dubuqye 
are said to have been strikingly sim- 
ilar to those in Kort Wayne. 
The 


story of what Dubuque has done was 
written by Charles Mulford Robinson, 
the civic improvement expert who has 
been retained to advise Fort Wayne 
along similar lines. It is reproduced 
from Civic Improvement, and is as fol- 
lows : 


Dubuque's Awakening. 


The story of a recent civic move- 


ment in Dubuque Is the story of a. 
town that discovered itself. About a 
year ago, largely through the energy 
of a few members of a .woman's club, 
a committee was formed representing 
that club, the Commercial club and the 
Trades and Labor congress. 
It was 


not an enthusiastic committee. It was 
more or less dominated by the faith of 
one woman, that If an outside authority 
could be brought to Dubuquc to dis- 
cuss and settle a disputed park ques- 
tion, something might happen. 
The 


committee Itselt was divided regarding 
•the park. 
Some of the 
members] 


thought It should be on an Island lying 
In the Mississippi, opposite the town; 
the others, doubtful as to the practic- 
ability of that site, thought some bet- 
ter ono might be found. 
They were 


inclined to listen with polite interest 
to a vague, tentative suggestion that 
HIP bluff at Eagle Point would answer 
the purpose. . The committee, good 
naturedly yielding to the faith of Its 
orxnnlzer, finally Invited the outflldn 
authority to visit the town. Unfortu- 
nately, the tlmri when he could come 
was a time when the woman who be- 
lieved and dared had to be away. His 
prospects were not encouraging. 


DubuquB Is an old town, as cities go 


In the middle west. 
Oni> by ono the 


great viewpoints offered by Its bluffa 


on the ground that she would never 
able to visit the park. 
But she had 


hardly stated her reason before she 
apologized. "I ought not to talk like 
that," she said. 'The park is not for 
me. but for Dubuque," and she gave 
generously. 
A woman who goes out 


to clean by the day was visited, for 
tho park is for everybody. She de- 
murred, objecting that she wag tooi 
poor to give. Her son, who was prgs-1 
tut, save live dollars. Then his moth- j 
er whispered to him. "Doesn't she! 
want you to give it ?" asked the com-1 
mltteman. quite willing to return the > 
money. "Why, yes," the boy said,' 
"that is all right and now she says she, 
wants to give you Just as much." 
A j 


younger daughter, who also works by| 
the day, came In. "Will you take one [ 
dollar from me?" she asked. 


The great thing about it all is the 


development of civic spirit. 
As -was 


said at the beginning, a town has dis- 
covered Itself. It has found a civic 
spirit which It did not know existed. 
Landscape architects have been en- 
gaged, and the park Is being develop- 
ed, but the people are already taking 
Sunday walks there. They know It ia 
their park. Not one of the donors but 
feels a sense of proprietorship, a per- 
sonal interest, a Joyous self-congratu- 
lation In the town's great possession. 


And the bulffs In town? Large and 


small 'owners have come forward with 
thn promise to keep off the bIHboards 
and preserve this unique attraction of 
the, city. There Is no longer need to 
buy much moro of them, and on the 
top ot one a loop drive for the public 
baa been offered. The city council Is 
putting center parking through a wide 
avenue which, with great civic possi- 
bilities, has long been neglected; and 
these couDCllmen, whose salary Is $300 
n year, paid the other day for the best 
obtainable New York advice regarding 
the location of a drinking fountain for 
horses which Is to be on tho avenue. 
In tho street cars a card, among other 
;idvertlsemontn, bears the signature of 
the woman's club, and . asks for old 
newspapers and magazines, which are 
being collected for a fund "to beautify 
our city."

explorers, coming down through Penn, 
Oglethorp, Franklin, Washington, Lin- 
coln, McKinley and the unforgetable 
Teddy. 


Rev. 
Averill's Sermon. 


What constitutes freedom and real 


patriotism was the general theme of 
a practical' ana fitting sermon by Rev. 
E. W. Averili at 'Trinity Episcopal 
church yesterday morning. 
After a 


brief reference, to the reason for the 
celebration of the Fourth as a na- 
tional holiday Rev. Averili led to the 
responsibility of the individual not 
only to himself but to his family, to 
his cowitry and to his God. He'con- 
trasted the patriotism of Washington 
with the general inclination of today 
to keep rather than to give, to abuse 
of privileges instead of upholding the 
laws of the country as well as the 
moral law, Mr. Averili further called 
attention to the mistaken idea that 
noiso and disturbance are indications 
of patriotism; to the selfishness and 
greed of men in power of office, of 
state" and nation; of the oppression of 
the great monopolies and their stolen 
wealth;, to the. carelessness of parents 
in laxity of control and discipline of 
their children; and to the duty of the 
citizen to do his part towards main- 
taining law ana decency in his own 
city and declared the necessity of a 
religion and a belief in God "and Jesus" 
Christ necessary as a means towards 
the highest type of citizenship. 


Christ's Flag Above All. 


Though banners and flags are usual- 


ly significant of countries, they are. al- 
so emblems of Christ, said Rev. Henry 
T. Sell in his sermon at the union meet- 
ing of the congregations of the Ply- 
mouth Congregational and First Bap- 
tist' churches at the latter Sunday, 
evening^ Rev. Sell traced the history 
and characterized a number of flags 
in the 
world, 
coming down to the 


thought that the flag of Christ is al- 
ways, placed above any other, meaning 
that it as superior. 
I 


"It is not without significance that the 


flags of England, Germany and other 
•nations bear upon them the cross of 
Christ and that our flag should liy be- 
neath the 'Cross' flag of our 
navy. 


It is literally true that we have set up 
our banners in the name of God." 


Rev. Sell followed up this thought 


by showing that Christ -was a patriot 
and the bible an agent of patriotism; 
that Christ carried out many deeds- of 
patriotism In discovering the individ- 
uals in the states of early ages and 
convincing them that they could join 
with the governing forces in assuming 
some of the responsibilities of the 'na- 
tions. Only through Christ, therefore, 
can worlds be brought together and 
D%r. Sell concluded by appealing for a 
union of all flags in reality and not 
in form under the stainless flag of Our 
Redeemer and Our King. 


Rev. Todd on America. 


America as the nation for attaining 


world-wide imperoilism without war 
was the thought for which Rev. B. M. 
Todd strove in his sermon on "Amer- 
ica's Opportunity" at the West Jeffer- 
son street Church of Christ on Sun- 
day.

Cyrus E. Miller in Bad Shape at Home 


on Winchester Road.

•belt or binding adjusted, proceed to 
ascertain the oint pwhere the plaiting 
is to be applied, which must be an 
even distance from the floor all around 


To do this, find exactly how wide the 


plaiting will be when

low many Inches the lower edge must 
:leur the floor. These measurements 
ogether will give the distance from 
he. floor that the top of the plaiting 
should be. 


Mark off the length on a stiff piece 


of pasteboard or a ruler, and use as n. 
neasure for marking the distance on 
the skirt, flrst by placing pins In the 
;oods and then 
running a basting 


thread.. 


The piece for. the plaiting is first 


hemmed, and then the plults basted 
and pressed into position by placing a 
damp cloth on the wrong side of the 
goods and ironing until perfectly dry 
Baste the kilting to the skirt along the 
line marked, and fir.ish the Joining 
with a. strap of the goods.
